-€ This suit is made of dark gray summer cloth, and consists of three pieces, trousers, waistcoat, and 
jacket, of which patterns are furnished in Figs. 1-13. Join on the piece turned down on Figs. 1 and 2, & 
land 6, and Sand 9 Cut for the trousers two pieces each from Figs. 1-4, and line Figs. 8 and 4.- Join each 
front to a back from’ 1 to 2, 8 to 4, and from 5 to 6, and join the halves from 6 to 7 and from 6 to 8; 
take up the dart at the top of the back. Sew a button-hole fly underneath the edge of the left front as 
indicated on the pattern, and set. the buttons on a flap attached to the right front. Set a pocket-into the 
slit from 2 to 8, and bind the top with the band from 9 to 10. Face the lower edges and stitch on the 
strap. -Cat for the vest two pieces from Fig. 5 for the fronts, a double piece according to Fig. 6 of a 
double Jayer of silesia lining for the back, and the strap from Fig. 7; provide Fig. 5 with lining. Set 
pockets as indicated into the fronts, the lower in both and the upper in the left front only, and finish the 
, lower edges of the pockets with a stitched welt an inch deep. Face the top of the back with cloth on 
a the right side, and face the front and lower edges of the fronts, and,stitch on the strap.

Set on 
the collar from 30 to 81, and provide the fronts with buttons and button-holes. Trim the blouse with 
braidjand attach a flannel belt at the back.

This swimming dress copgists of drawers and a low-necked blouse cut in one piece, made of checked 
flannel, and trimmed with stitched bands of blue wool and a narrow scalloped edging. In the pattern 
given in Fig. 44 se on the piece turned down. Cut two double pieces according to it, one for the front 
and one for the back; ‘allow for the hem at the lower edge. Join the halves from 84 to 35 and from 36 
to 375 gather the top to on each side into a space of ten inches, and bind the neck and armholes. 
Work a button-hole in the fronts at the point *, and set a button on the same point of the back. At 
the waist line in the back fagten a belt of the material, which is two inches and a_half deep and is but-
